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Message from the National President 


Dear Delta Kappa Gamma Mem- 
bers: 

The Christmas season brings to 
all of us quiet or festive opportuni- 
ties for doing things for others; 
the New Year is a reminder of the 
resolutions we should like to make 
for those beginnings again which 
we may have been planning. 

There are many ways in which 
we can help each other in Delta 
Kappa Gamma. The activities of 
the organization bind us together 
for the welfare of the entire group 
and for all women in education. 
The purposes accepted by every 
member challenge our greatest en- 


deavor in developing a constructive 
program worthy of the combined 
abilities of three thousand women 
recognized for their leadership in 
education and in service. Many 
who are invited to join Delta 
Kappa Gamma ask “What is your 
organization doing?”

How worthwhile is the program 
for your chapter, your state, or 
your national organization? What 
shall be the program. for the na- 
tional organization next year? and 
the next? 

Every member can give her 


ideas to her chapter, state or na- 
tional organization, and assist in 
constructing a program that will 
hold the interest and loyalty of 
women everywhere. We must be- 
gin to give this side of Delta Kappa 
Gamma more serious considera- 
tion. We must think together on 
the problems facing education and 
women in education. 

More time than formerly will be 
given to the discussion of the pro- 
gram of our activities at the next 
National Convention. We shall all 
be richer if you will contribute 
your suggestions.

have discarded routine subjects for 


their meetings and invite their 
members to enjoy a panel discus- 
sion on What Is a Sound Philoso- 
phy of Education? Others follow 
with the Curriculum as Related to 
Our Educational Philosophy, the 
Present Needs of the Education 


System in Texas, Original Tales of 
Old Texas, Pioneer Women in Edu- 
cation, and Retirement for Teach- 
ers. Scattered through the year 
we find chapters holding Open 
House, giving teas, parties and pic- 
nics. Have you a well planned, 
balanced program? 

2. Are you planning to attend 
the meeting of the National Edu- 
cation Association in St. Louis? All 
Delta Kappa Gamma members who 
are there are invited to have tea to- 
gether at the Statler Hotel, Daniel 
Boone Room, Tuesday afternoon, 
February 25, 4:30 to. 6:00. Na- 
tional Officers and Founders who 
are in the city will receive you. 
Our Missouri members will assist 
in serving you. Let all Delta 
Kappa Gammas from every state 
join in the social hour and get ac- 
quainted with each other. 

3. When you receive this Bul- 
letin the revised edition of the 
Constitution should be in the hands 
of all Presidents. There will be 
one copy for each member. Addi- 
tional copies received should be 
preserved carefully for use next 
year. All members are urged to 
read the Constitution when it is 
received. I am sure you join me 
in expressing to Dr. Annie Webb 
Blanton, Chairman of the Consti- 
tution Committee, and all the mem- 
bers of this committee, our appre- 
ciation for their fine work in re- 
vising the constitution. Those who 
served with Dr. Blanton were:

4. No more mimeographed 


copies of the Constitution will be 
issued. Each state and chapter 
should have one copy of the print- 
ed Constitution attractively bound 
with blank pages in the back of the 
book to be signed in an initiation. 

5. New Directories will not be 
printed this year. The November 
1935 issue of The Delta Kappa 
Gamma Builetin gave much of the 
information formerly carried in 
the Directory. Additional lists of 
new members and new chapters 
will be published in later issues. 
This change was necessary this 
year to enable the organization to 
have other booklets printed with- 
out exceeding the budget. Keep 
your November Bulletin for ref- 
erence. 
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6. A ceremonial book, contain- 
ing the Initiation, Installation and 
Burial Ceremonies is now being 
arranged and edited by Dr. Clara 
Parker, Chairman of the Publica- 
tions Committee. This book will 
not be ready for distribution for 
several weeks, but will be sent to 
all presidents and founders as soon 
as it is available. 

7. According to a decision of 


the National Executive Board the 


ceremonial book will be distributed 
in limited quantities. Each state 
and chapter president will receive 
10 copies, one to be used by each 
officer and one for emergency use. 
These books are to be the property 
of the chapter and not of individ- 
ual members. After the state or 
chapter receives its quota of cere- 
monial books a small fee will be 
charged for additional copies. 

8. A Founder’s Day Bulletin is 
also being prepared by Dr. Parker 
and her committee. This bulletin 
will come from the press in the 


early spring. As soon as it is ready 
copies will be sent to all Presi- 
dents. 

9. Requisition blanks for sup- 
plies have: been sent to all Presi- 
dents. New Presidents who do not 
have an order blank and are in 
need of supplies may write the Na- 
tional President for the blank or 
may order their supplies by letter. 
Please state definitely the amount 
of each item needed and please give 
your complete address on the letter 
or the requisition blank. Many 
packages have been delayed this 
fall because complete or new ad- 
dresses were not given. 

10. Your National. President 
travels in her regular work about 
two-thirds of her time. She has 
stenographic help two days a week. 
If you want your supplies on a 
definite date please order several 
days ahead and allow plenty of 
time for mail to cover long dis- 
tances. Thank you for helping 
with this problem. 


11. Members wishing transfer 
of membership from one chapter 
to another within a state should 
write their State Presidents. Those 
wishing transfers from one state 
to another state should write the 
National President giving evidence 
of membership in good standing, 
present address, the names of the 
chapter to which they belonged and 
to which they wish to be trans- 
ferred. 

In closing may I leave with you 
a thought that was found in the 
beautiful year book from Alpha 
Rho Chapter: 


“Upon the threshhold of a dawning 
year We stand 

With high-born purpose in the 
heart, 

Filled each with varying mood of 
hope and fear 

Each one resolved to do his part.”

How MANY STATES AND CHAPTERS 
HAS VELTA KAPPA GAMMA? 


‘’ne number cnanges so rapidly 
that 1t 1s dliicuit to Keep an ac- 
count. ‘The states, in the order of 
their organization are ‘l'exas, Ala- 
bama, Uklahoma, Missouri, Loui- 
siana, Mississippi, North Carolina, 
New Mexico, Virginia, Arkansas, 
Illinois, Florida, District of Co- 
lumbia, Tennessee. This makes 
fourteen. 

On December 14, Miss Eula Lee 
Carter organized at Wichita Falls 
the Beta Sigma Chapter of Texas, 
and Miss Mamie S. Bastian at the 
same time and place organized the 
Beta Rho Chapter of Texas. 
Texas has 66 chapters; Alabama 
7; Oklahoma 6; Missouri 3; Loui- 
siana 1; Virginia 1; Illinois 1. 
The sum is eighty-five. 


DELTA KAPPA GAMMA 
CUSTOMS 


I note that the “Initiation Rii- 
ual” suggests that those entitled to 
wear collegiate caps and gowns 
should be required to wear them 
at initiations. Should those who 
are not college graduates wear the 
caps and gowns? May caps and 
gowns of high schools, provided 
for high school graduates, be used 
for Delta Kappa Gamma initia- 
tions ? 

Cnly those holding bachelor’s, 
master’s or doctor’s degrees are 
entitled to wear the cap and gown 
for the appropriate degree. It is 
usually regarded as a breach of 
scholastic good faith for those to 
wear the cap and gown upon whom 
the right to wear them has not 
been bestowed. The high school 
cap and gown have no significance 











for Delta Kappa Gamma, as they 
do not imply a high order of schol- 
arship. It would be well to refer 
this part of your question to the 
National Board at the next con- 
vention. 

What is the difference between 
a regional meeting of chapters and 
a jowut meeting, as the terms are 
used by Delta Kappa Gamma? 

A regional meeting 1s called by 
a National kounder or a state 
President, and 1s held in a certain 
section of tne United States, or in 
a certain section of a state, tor the 
purpose, chiefly, of keeping in 
vouch with chapter or state organ- 
1zatlons and giving instructions to 
olticers and members. it is an 
oyicias Meeting. A joint meeting 
oI two or more chapters is an un- 
olficial meeting, arrangea by the 
chapters on tneir own initiative, 
tor their common pleasure or en- 
tertaimment. A joimt meeting of 
chapters requires no official sanc- 
tion of state or national authori- 
ties, 

Why is the term “chapter” not 
applied to a state organization of 
betta Kappa Gamma 

According to the Constitution a 
chapter is a local organization. lt 
is composed of members in one 
city, one county, or one county- 
group. The state organization in- 
cludes all state Founders, all state 
officers, all state members, and all 
chapters. The term “state organi- 
zation” is one having a broader 
significance than the word “chap- 
ter.” 

Why is not the Delta Kappa 
Gamma ring accepted in lieu of the 
key as a symbol of membership? 

The key is not only a symbol of 
membership, but a mark of identi- 
fication and recognition of mem- 
bers. A universal mark of identi- 
fication should be required, and all 
should know where it is to be 
worn. The key is more easily seen 
than the ring and it is less expen- 
sive. There might be several types 
of Delta Kappa Gamma rings, but 
there should be only the original 
key, which was formally adopted 
as the symbol of membership. 


Do the officers of Delta Kappa 
Gamma receive a salary or a per- 
centage of the fees, in return for 
their services to the organization? 


So far, officers of Delta Kappa 
Gamma have been glad to serve 
with no remuneration except the 
satisfaction of aiding in the prog- 
ress of our fraternity and except 


the friendship and appreciation of 
their fellow-members. The only 
exception to this practice is in the 
case of the State Treasurer of the 
Texas organization. Texas has 
sixty-six chapters, and the work of 
its Treasurer involves great detail. 
For a short time, Texas has been 
paying its Treasurer the nominal 
fee of ten dollars per month, and 
she has objected to receiving even 
this small remuneration. Our 
plans include the employment in 
the future of a full-time executive 
secretary who will carry on the 
business of the national organiza- 
tion and render aid in forming 
new chapters in the several states 
wherever it may be needed. It 
seems probable that this cannot be 
done for five or six years, as we 
generally follow the wise policy of 
going no faster than our finances 
will permit. The establishment of 
the permanent fund is to be an aid 
in setting up permanent headquar- 
ters. At present, the national and 
state organizations pay the travel- 
ing expenses of officers incurred in 
forming new chapters or new state 
organizations. They also provide 
for part-time stenographic help 
for these officers in so far as the 
budget will permit. 

Why does the Constitution for- 
bid the holding. of our state and 
national conventions at the same 
time and place as that fixed for the 
convention of the National Edu- 
cation Association or of a state 
teachers’ association? Would not 
holding our conventions at such a 
time and place save time and 
traveling expenses? 

As the editor recalls the discus- 
sion at the time that these pro- 
visions were adopted, it was felt 
that the establishment of such a 
custom would result in our having 
no real convention. The programs 
of the national and the state con- 
ventions of teachers are so full that 
it is difficult now to find time to 
attend the activities that one ought 
not to miss. The members of Delta 
Kappa Gamma felt that our or- 
ganization is of sufficient impor- 
tance for delegates to give it their 
full time when in attendance upon 
its conventions. There has even 
been manifested some resentment 
towards the few who, in the past, 
have appeared as delegates, but 
have skipped some of the meetings 
to keep up with other interests. 
There is no objection, however, to 
economizing on traveling expenses 
by holding our convention imme-

diately before or after a state or 
a national convention of teachers, 
provided that a sufficient amount 
of time be set aside exclusively for 
the Delta Kappa convention. 

Why is it a Delta Kappa Gamma 
practice to devote its conventions 
chiefly to reports and to business, 
with educational addresses very 
largely cut out? Do we not by such 
a practice lose much instruction 
and inspiration? 

Possibly we do. Our members 
are not all in unison upon this 
matter. So far as the editor knows 
them, the following are the rea- 
sons: 

(1) Addresses of welcome and 
the responses, while courteous, are 
usually a great bore. Very few 
really listen to such talks. They 
use some of the time that we need 
for the transaction of business. 
Delta Kappa Gamma takes its con- 
ventions to this or that place, ac- 
cording to the interests of the fra- 
ternity. No invitation to hold the 
convention at a certain place is 
considered necessary. We try to 
pay our own expenses and not per- 
mit the convention to be a great 
burden upon the members at the 
convention city, though such mem- 
bers are always generous with of- 
fers of help. 

(2) Educational addresses, such 
as we might have, are to be heard 
at every state or national conven- 
tion of teachers, and we have no 
‘desire to duplicate the work of 
these conventions. 

(3) We have cut out excursions 
over the city, receptions, and teas, 
and confined our social activities to 
one luncheon and one or two ban- 
quets (1) in order to lessen the 
burden on the members in the con- 
vention city, (2) in order to lighten 
expenses, and (3) in order to con- 
fine social activities to those tra- 
ditional with Delta Kappa Gamma 
and not so common to other con- 
ventions. The Birthday Luncheon, 
the Board Dinners, etc., afford so- 
cial enjoyment, give an opportu- 
nity to express appreciation for 
courtesies, and offer some chance 
to include in the program ad- 
dresses of a varied type. 

(4) Reports may become bore- 
some, but they are necessary in 
understanding what our various 
chapters and states are doing. 
Often they serve as an incentive to 
worthwhile work. In some cases 
they aid in securing a larger at- 
tendance, as delegates are sent in 
order that they may report work 


of their several organizations. We 
meet mainly for business, though 
pleasure is a secondary purpose. 
The business meetings need not be 
very tiresome if we are interested 
in the work of our fraternity. 
Moreover, those who like to give 
their own reports and want an au- 
dience to hear them, ought to be 
able to listen agreeably to the re- 
ports of others when their own 
turn is over. 

We have in Delta Kappa Gamma 
members who wish our organiza- 
tion to follow in its practices the 
typical teachers’ convention. We 
have those who desire our conven- 
tions to be different from the typi- 
cal convention because our pur- 
poses are more definite and our 
time for conventions is very short. 
What the conventions in the future 
will be will depend upon what a 
majority of our delegates really 
want and think best. We have not 
set up a procedure and declared 
that this must never change. But 
we have felt that if sight-seeing is 
to be attendant upon our conven- 
tions, it should come before or 
after the convention, and not take 
part of the time when all could be 
present for needed work; we have 
held that no desire of any commer- 
cial body to have us meet in a cer- 
tain place for local reasons should 
influence our decision; we have 
held that time should not be de- 
voted to long addresses not spe- 
cially connected with our purposes. 
These ideas, however, need not de- 
ter members who do not agree with 
them, from seeking to carry out 
their own views whenever they can 
win for them the approval of the 
majority. Moreover, any president, 
in arranging her own program, is 
free to embody in this her own 
opinions and views, in so far as 
she is not bound by the Constitu- 
tion and By-Laws or by provisions 
officially adopted at previous con- 
ventions. 

This question was put orally to 
the Editor: Are the questions an- 
swered in this column bona fide 
questions of members, or merely 
devices to introduce discussion? 

Whenever they are not questions 
actually asked by members, the 
discussion will not be given in 
question and answer form.

Publication 





of the Bulletin is a cooperative en- 
terprise. You have been generous 
with your appreciation of the Bul- 
letin. Will you assist now with 
other types of cooperation? 


When Materials Are Due 


Our plans provide for publishing 
the Bulletin on the first of the 
month in November, January, 
March, and June. The first two is- 
sues were about two weeks late. 
This was due to late arrival of ma- 
terials. 

Materials for the March issue 
should be mailed to the editor not 
later than February 4. Materials 
for the June issue should be mailed 
to the editor not later than May 4. 
Remember these dates and start 
your contributions on time. 


Nature of Materials 


The Constitution requires each 
chapter to send out two News Let- 
ters during the year. This is not 
a difficult task. The November 
issue of the Bulletin was to be an 
issue for general information, in- 
cluding plans, programs, and lists 
of new officers; the January and 
March issues are to be devoted 
largely to chapter News Letters; 
each chapter was requested to have 
a News Letter in each of these 
issues. The June issue is to be de- 
voted to accounts of conventions 
held in time to be reported, to re- 
ports of committees, to News Let- 
ters of chapters which have not 
sent in their quota of two letters, 
and to news of State members, 
Founders, and Founder-Pledges. 
The regular features will be in- 
— in all issues, as far as pos- 
sible. 


Who Is Responsible for Chapter 
News Letters? 


_ The chapter president is respon- 
sible for seeing that the News 
Letters reach the Editor on time. 
The duty of seeing that the chap- 
ter carries on the required activi- 
ties devolves upon the president. 
Her responsibility is not dis- 
charged when she appoints a com- 
mittee to write the News Letter. 
She should remind her chairman, 
ten days before the date of mail- 
ing, as to when the letter should 
go out. On the date that is fixed, 
she should inquire whether the 
letter is in the mail. She should 
not expect the Editor to assume 
any responsibility in the matter, or 

make this necessary. 
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Responsibility of State Presidents 


Each state president should have 
a& message in each issue of the 
Bulletin. It is not difficult to write 
& message once in two months. 
Members look for their president’s 
message, and are disappointed 
when none appears. Each state 
president is entitled to one column, 
or 850 words, free of charge. She 
may use more space, but the ex- 
cess over 850 words must be paid 
for from state funds at the rate 
_ charged for chapter letters. The 
state presidents should make use 
of their space in giving to their 
members, or to the entire organi- 
zation, policies and plans of work, 
announcements, plans for meet- 
ings, or any other information 
which they desire to publish. Re- 
member the dates, February 4 and 
May 4, prepare your materials 
ahead, and mail them on these 
dates. 


Rates for Space and Form of 
Remittances 


For chapter news letters and 
excess space in State messages, 
the charge is 90 cents per 100 
words. If the material is of a 
type, like a program, which re- 
quires only a few words on a line, 
the charge for such material is 6 
cents per line. Count two lines 
for the title. 


Checks for the amount due on 
materials should accompany the 
materials. All checks should be 
payable to Berneta Minkwitz, the 
National Treasurer. If a money 
order is sent, it should be payable 
to Berneta Minkwitz at Fort 
Worth, Texas. She canot collect 
it at Austin. But all remittances 
should be sent to the editor, An- 
nie Webb Blanton, 1909 Cliff 
Street, Austin, Texas, that you 
may receive credit for them on the 
books of the Bulletin. Do not 
send remittances in the form of 
currency or stamps. These may 
be lost or stolen, and they are in- 
convenient forms for the officer to 
handle. They cannot be traced, if 
lost. In such cases, your chapter 
must be responsible for the loss, 
if it occurs. 


Form of Contributions 


1. Use paper 11 by 84 inches. 
Uniform paper is handled more 
easily. 

2. Write on only one page of 
the sheet; printers will not handle 


materials written on both sides of 
the paper. 

3. Type your materials unless 
you write very legibly. 

4. Do not use signs or abbre- 
viations, except abbreviations of 
titles used with proper names; 
write all other words out in full. 

5. Do not omit articles, verbs, 
or other words needed for good 
style. 

6. For chapter lists or lists of 
initiates, follow the form used in 
the January Bulletin in the section 
entitled Progress of Delta Kappa 
Gamma. Always put in the word 
street or avenue, written in full. 

7. Do not expect the Editor to 
copy from a year-book what you 
want printed. 

8. If you send a list of initiates 
to appear in the section called 
Progress of Delta Kappa Gamma, 
put it on a separate sheet, mark it 
For the Bulletin, and do not in- 
clude it in your News Letter. 

9. Don’t assume that what we 
did last year, we shall do again 
this year; read the letters sent to 
you. 


Aid in Reducing Expenses 


1. If each state and each chap- 
ter would secure one advertise- 
ment for even one issue of the 
Bulletin, we could greatly reduce 
charges to chapters and states. 

2. In ordering stationery and 
other articles, and in holding 
luncheons and banquets, patronize 
firms and hotels that advertise in 
the Bulletin, and in doing so, tell 
them that you appreciate their ad- 
vertisements. This helps. 

8. Send materials and checks 
promptly, and save postage for the 
management. 


The Achievement Column 


Each chapter and each state or- 
ganization is entitled to one item 
in this column in each issue. Se- 
lect a noteworthy achievement of 
one member for each time. Place 
each item on a separate sheet of 
paper. Mark it at the top with 
the issue for which it is to be used. 
In mentioning your member, give 
not only her name, ut her chap- 
ter and state. Don’t use the same 
member more than once a year. 

News of State Members, State 
Founders Who Are Not Chapter 
Members, and State Founder 
Pledges. Each of these is earn- 
estly requested to send to the edi- 
tor now, a news item about her- 


self, to be used in one of the next 
two issues of the Bulletin, as space 
may be found for such items. 
Other members are also requested 
to send news about the types of 
members listed above. 


The Portraits of State Presidents 


State organizations have been 
requested to furnish cuts of the 
portraits of their present and 
their past state presidents. These 
are published in the order in which 
they reach the Bulletin office. 
Portraits of two presidents of one 
state will not appear in the same 
issue. When two arrive in the 
same month, the portrait of the 
present president will appear in 
the first issue thereafter, and that 
of the past president, in the next 
issue. 


The Poetry and Song Column 


This January issue shows 
marked improvement in this col- 
umn. Will each president, chap- 
ter and state, seek out her talented 
poets, and urge them to write for 
the Bulletin. Short verses of vari- 
ous kinds can also be used as “fil- 
lers” where small spaces occur. 
These may be humorous, related to 
the seasons, or serious. The name 
of the writer and the chapter 
should be attached to all songs and 
verses.
